Nature of Alleged Offence. 


His Wor: shipts: ‘dccision was. ils 
follows: 

The form of the Section pn 
which this .charge {fs based— 
Section 27 of the Legal Practition- 
ers’ Ordinance, No, lof 1871— 
wag apparently derived. from Sec. 
13 of Ordinance 13 of 1856, now, 
long defunct, which mado opora- 
live. in the "Colony most of the 
provisions of 6 & 7% Vict C73. 
Section 2 of that Act made it an 
offence to act as a solicitor with- 
out being enrolled and although 
the Act was entirely superseded by 


later: statutes. culminating in the || 


Solicitors and Attorneys’ Act of 
1874 the original words of our 1871 
Ordinance “practices or acts as a 
Solicitor” still remain in the Hong- 
kong Law to-day. The Home Act 
of 1874, however, substituted thi 
new offenen of wilfwlly,and falsely 


pretending to he a solicitor for that 
jot acting: as such without author- | 


ity, and it was ‘for that offence that 
the prosecutions In the ease quot- 
ed hy the Mr. Blake were under 
taken. 


Deductions’ Difficult. 


The essence ‘of that’ offence is 
clearly: fraudulent and deliberate 
misrepresentation, and it is there- 
fare dificult to leduce'a principle 
of Jaw from the home eases, that 
will fit the present one, the more 
go hecause different, Magistrates at 
home seem to have interpreted the 
law in different ways. 

The facets, however, of the 1924 
case of the Law Sociely v. Leaf 
approximated, so far as one can 
judye from the report, very closely 
to those of this case, and there 
the London stipendiary found in 
favour of, Une defence.

Passing of Famous Statesman. 


Thomas Hardy, Earl Haig, and 
ndw the Earl of Oxford and As- 


‘| quith, three great national figures, | 


have surrendered to the releritless 
hand of Time since 1928 was 
ushered in: The British nation, 
Liberals, Tories and Labourites 
alike, will truly mourn the , loss 
of the famous veteran Liberal 
stitesman. A politician of strong 
prejudices, he was n niin stedfast 
to his cause, who saw his path 
clearly and trod ils .course un- 
swervingly, To'the'Inst, although 
he had passed man’s alldtted span, 
the late Earl Asquith retained his 
faith jn the principles of the party 
of which he was for so many years 
the dignified leader, and ~he 
eurnestly sought to bind together 
the broken. threads of that once 
powerful party. | 
memoirs attest to the firmnesa of 
character,, the devotion to ‘duty, 
the brilliant intellect, , which in- 
fluenced all .with whom he came 
into contact during a long and 
honourable parliamentary | career. 
His succession to Sir. Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman as Prime Minis- 
ter In 1908, when the Cabinet had 
an unusually strong complement 
of strong personalitfes’ embracing 
the widest possibla:range of poli- 
tical conviction, marked one of the 


grent testing perfoda . of his life. 


Colleaguen on every side of the 
House have worthily tributed the 
patience, {mperturbility and the 
reserve energy by which he was 
tenabled to guide the. most, SLub- 
born controversy through to a 
setilement. The tear approach of 
the end of a brilliant political 
jcareer was first ‘indicated. in 
August, 1914, In a’senge, he had 
lost a good deal of his former do- 
mination, some of his friends were 
ambitious, and the-clash of con- 


victions in the Ministry exhausted | 


his powers. Lifelong dssociations 
were broken on dhe political wheel 
in that time’ of stress: Anxious 
discussions when the’ world.crisis 


waa-most’ pregnant found the Inte’ 


Earl Asquith cool and confident 
that. hls policy was the right one. 
In those days of anxiety, he stood 
out in-dignity of thought, prepur- 
ed to put the Nation before the 
purty, and sntisfied “that He was 
interpreting the will of the coun- 
try, in the eloquent phraseology by 
which he first voiced Britain’s war 
alms. , Mr. Winston Churchill has 
described him, in reference ‘to 
those days, ng being “solid tg.a 
rock.” We all know the history of 
the following days, but the ery of 
“Wait and see”. upon which his 
political opponents seized «will not 
be the guiding factor in an analy- 
sis of his purposes.’ Britain ‘was 
enriched when Mr. Asquith gave 
up a valuable practice at the. Bar 
fo take up politics. His removal 
from this plane [sa severe ‘blow, 
and the Empire will sincerely con- 
dole with’ the relatives’ of this 
avowed Imperialist,
